TO BUY WATER PLANTS. 


Mulholland Tells Voters Why it is Necessary to Own 
Municipal System Before Owens River Water is Ob- 
tainable—Straight Talk Carries Conviction and Shows 
Beachites that Angelenos are Friends. 


ANTA MONICA, Nov. 28.—Wi- 


Ham Mulholland, chief engineer 
of the Los Angeles aqueduct, in 
an address delivered under the aus- 
Pices of the Chamber of Commerce 


the ultimate need of purchasing all 
water plants fn the city. 

The address was. given in the club- 
house of the Santa Monica Bay Wom- 


an’s Club and is expected to have a 
marked effect on the municipal elec- 
tion to be held December 21, in 
which the water bonds are the big 
issue. At the conclusion of his address 
Mr. Mulholland was given a rising 
vote of thanks dud three cheers by 
the large gathering. 

Following his introduction by M. H. 
Gorham, president of the Chamber of 
| Mr. Mulholland spoke as 
followsz: 

“TI believe I have a right to use the 
term. of ‘fellow citizens’ in addressing 
you, because there is little difference 
between Angelenos and Santa Mon- 
icanms. If I were asked ¢. give any 
reason why I am here to talk on this 
subject. I would say that I consider it 
my right and duty as a citizen not to 
keep within myself and Los Angeles 
that which I have experienced in con- 
nection with the water problems of 
that city. I have been asked to talk 
on a subject thai is of vital interest 
to you. I did not come here to take 
Sides in any of your local affaira or 
fights. But I believe, that if there ts 
any doubt, it will do good to give them 
an airing. 

“It has been my good fortune to 
have known Santa Monica between 
thirty-seven and thirty-cight years. 
Santa Monica was the first of the 
beach places. The site was selected 
when you had the whole country to 
choose from, and you used good judg- 
ment, for Santa Monica is a most bean- 
tiful place. As far as most things go 

you made no mistake, but the neigh- 
costne beach towns have outstripped 
you here in growth, if not In attrac- 
tions. Now, why ts this? You have 
a country susceptible ar} capable of 
the highest development. Yet, Santa 
Monica remains as it was ten years 
ago. It hasn't done much in thirty 
years. 

LACKS WATER SUPPLY. 

“The reason is nothing if not a lack 
of a proper water supply. I. know 
there is a movement on foot to get 
possession of the four water plants 
here, and I believe it is the proper 
step. Los Angeles, twelve or fifteen 
pSears ago; went through the same 
throes. I was superintendent of the 
old water plant. One thing stands 
out In the purchase of the old water 
plant by Los Angeles, and that is 
that it is a good thing to own your 
own works. While Los Angeles paid 
more for the plant than it was ap- 
praised for, it has certainly paid the 
city. 

“Just before I came on the platform 
I was handed a paper by Judge 
George W. Hutton. He asks to ques- 
tions, the answers to which have to 


do with what I have to say. I shall 
read them.” 

Mr. Mulholland read the following 
question: 


“Some citizens are stating that we 
should postpone going into municipal 
ownership of the four plants now 
here and await the solution of our 
water problems through former Coun- 
cilman Whiffen and his associates, 
who plan to secure Owens River wa- 
ter for the district without annexation 
to Los Angeles. Do you think this is 
feasible, and is it a sufficient reason 
for delaying municipal ownership?” 

“No,” replied Mr. Mulholland, 
do not think it ts sufficient. For my 
part I would not say to annex the 
outiving towns, but would say to 
them, ‘Buy your water and we will 
annex the unincorporated territory.’ 

“You cannot expect Sanfi Monica 
to get what others do not get. I 
would say, do not come to us begging 
for water. Anyway, I don't belleve

PAYING THE PENALTY. 


“When San Pedro, Wilmington and 
Hollywood were annexed they did not 
own their own water companies; now 
they are paying a higher water rate, 
and wij) unti] they bond themselves. 
I believe it best. to buy the wateér- 
works. We, in Los Angeles, will not 
furnish water to private water com- 


panies. 

“Now, as to the second questien, I 
will read it: ‘If Santa Monica desires 
Owens River water at an early date 
will the fact that she has first estab- 
lished a going municipal plant here 
and got rid of the present four cor- 
porations, put her in a more adavan- 
tageous position?’ 

“Yes. It certainly will. If there is 
any district to be annexed to Santa 
Monica it will be on a basis of own- 
ing your own water plant. Santa Mon- 
lea is interested in the surrounding 
country, vitally so. We have an ample 
water supply in Los Angeles. We have 
sufficient to supply from 40,000 to 
150.000 acres. Take a trip to San Fer- 
nando Valley, where the Owens River 
water produced big crops tast year. 
And the wealth thus obtained not 
only helped the farmer and those 
who own the land, but it helped the 
many he employs and ness men

MUST BUY PLANTS. 

“You will not get water until you 
buy the old plants. You had two ex- 
cellent engineers appraise your 
plants. I know the Raliroad Com- 
missioners are thorough. There is a 
reasonable basis for the report of your 
engineers and the commission. 

“You will go on fighting about the 
inadequacy of the works and you will 
find yourself without water at all. 
After Los Angeles took over tts old 
water works it cut the rates one-half 
in a few months. We built up new 
plants out o”° the earnings. 

“Some people think you don’t need 
Owens River water. Many think we 
can get water anywhere. But that is 
a mistaken idea. You have many ad- 
vantages here. but you have no 
watershed« and vou cannot get water 
without a*watershed. Your supply is 
inadequate. You will have to open 
your purse and go after the water as 
Los Angeles did. 

“T learned engineering under Mr. 
Fred Baton, one of your citizens. He 
was my boss And it was he who 
showed me the Owens River supply. 
He and T went up into the mountains 
and he showed me a boundless sup- 
ply of water. The proposition was 
stupendous. TI had to come down te 
Los Angeles and teli them and vet 
had to be careful. Mr. Baton and T 
bought options, he with his own 
money and 1 with the reputation |! 
had gained itn twenty-five years, for 
the Board of Works. I put the prop- 
osition up to the people and they 
voted ft on the word of one man 
They had faith and confidence,” 

FRED BATON TALKS. 


Mr. Mutholland’s address was fol- 
lowed by a short talk by Fred Eaton, 
former Mayor of Los Ane«eles and 
now a resident of Santa Monica.

| Judge Monroe Reversed. 


NEW TRIAL ALLOWED IN © 
PERKINS DIVORCE CASE. 


A Gecision handed down yester- 
day by th. District Court of Ap- 
peal, written by Justice James, that 

court reversed Superior Judge Monroe, 
who denied the prayer of Mra. Emily 
S. Perkins for a divorce from her hus- 
band, Gregory Perkins, Jr., for al- 
leged extreme cruelty. The lower 
court decided that the charge of 
cruelty had not been sufficiently 
proven. The decision means that there 
will be a new trial, 

The higher court holds that the 
judgment of Judge Monrve tacks the 
supvort of sufficient findings of fact; 
that the evigence does not sustain the 
judgment denying the decree, and that 
the court erred in the admission of 
testimony prejudicial to the rights of 
the plaintiff, 

The court further finds that the 
common Judgment of mankind recog- 
niges the fact that there may be un- 
founded charges and crue! imputa- 
tions which are not more easily borne 
than physical bruises, the necessary 
effect of which is to cause great 
mental distress to the person on 
whom they are 


The court also ftinds that Judge 
Monroe erred in not allowing Mra. 
Perkins to tell how the defendant had 


intruded upon her privacy. She “was ton 
friends,” declares

the court. The trial judge also 

says the court, In restricting cou 

in his examination of Mrs. Perkins 
and her physician should have been 
allowed to testify. In a word, the 
District Court holds that to a woman 
of Mrs. Perkins’s temperament and 
nervous condition, itt was mental 
ervelty for her husband to sulk and 
cry, to stare at her, to wound her 
with his remarks, to obtrude his 
presence upon her at all times, to 
act as if he were fealeus and make 
himself disarreeable: that . there 
was cruelty other than that inflicted 
by blows, 

The Perkins were married in 
June, 1911, Mra. Perkins at the time 
being a widow of considerable means. 
The husband was reputed to have a 
position that paid him $300 a month. 
At the time of the union the wife 
knew that Perkins had been support- 
ing an aged mother and when they 
went away on their wedding trip, she 
gave the mother $6000 to pay her ex- 
while they were absent. She

bunaren dollars a month if he would 
look after the management of her 
estate. She retained control of her 
property, however. and says he be« 
came moody and sullen.

After the assault, Detective Bowe, 
who was endeavoring to help his 
wounded partner. was surrounded by 
excited Italians living in the neighbor- 
hood, who shouted, “kill "em both!” 
They refused to permit Powe to use 
a near-by telephone and it was many 
minutes before an ambulance could 
be summoned. 

Detective Browning Was shot 
through the stomach. Twelve buck- 
shot and a piece of his belt were re- 
during the subsequent opera- 

on. 

The fatal shooting came as the re- 
sult of an investigation by the detec- 
tives into an alleged black-hand plot 
aimed at Tony Plandino, a prosperous 
fruit dealer living at No. 2208 East 
Damon street. It is believed that be- 
fore the detectives have dnished with 
the gang in that neighborhood, a no- 
torious crowd will have been cleaned 
out of Los Angeles. 

VICTIM “SQUEALS.” 

For the past month Blandino had 
received black-hand letters demanding 
various sums of money from $100 to 
$1000. The letters were signed 
“Death.” Yesterday morning Blandino 
received. one more threatening than 
usual and complained to the police. 
Detectives Browning and Bowe were 
detailed to the case. 

Driving their automobile along 
Mateo street they halted at an alley 
that jeads to ahother alley that con- 
nects with Damon street. Blandino 
lives at the head of this first alley. 
The detectives left the motor car and 
walked to Blandino’s house. Here they 
were shown another letter. This last 
epistle threatened immediate death 
because, the writer stated, he knew 
Blandino had squealed. Blandino 
told the officers he believed Finocchio, 
the grocery man, was the instigator 
of the letters, as it was commonly 
hnown about the neighborhood that 
Finocchio always wore an overcoat 
even in the hottest weather, under 
which coat he carried a shotgun and 
revolver. This branded him as a bad 
man, Biandino said. 

Prowning and Bowe walked along 
Damon street to Lemon street, and 
passed Finocchio’s store, near the in- 
tersection of the two streets. On the 
porch they saw a boy, who later 
proved to be Joe Ferrara, helper in 
the store. As Joe saw the officers 
he cot up and went into the house.

He 
leaves no children. The widow was 
at the hosp'tal last night immediateh 
following the shooting. 


Browning was appointed to the pe- 
lice force June 25, 19¢7, as patrol- 
man. May 1, 1911, he was appormted 
emergency detective and October 
16, 1912. he received his apnointment 
as full detective. Last September 7 
he Was made a deteciive sermeant. to 
rank the detectives appointed without 
civil service. 

Throughout his term on the force

year will undoubtedly be the biggest and 
best in production and returns to growers 
in the Southland’s history.

of heavenly reward—for are not the peace 
makers blessed above all right-doers in that 
they will be called the Children of God? 

Still we must not smile too cynically at 
the Ford Peace Ship and Its earnest cargo. 
It is, after all, rather refreshing to discover 
such an abundance of simple, unsophist!- 
cated faith left In a blase world, and when 
it Is still to be found In a peculiarly hard- 
headed business man like Henry Ford, and 
an experienced lady like Jane Addams 
whose lifework has been calculated to 
show ber the worst side of life we may 
allow ourselves a little awed wonder.

HE OUTLOOK IN MEXICO. 

Gen. Carranza appears to be endeav- 
oring to fulfill the promises made to the 
United States and the Pan-American con- 
ference, on the streneth of which prom- 
ises he obtained recognition. 

One of these promises was to secure re 
ligious toleration, which can be accom- 
plished by enforcement of existing laws. 
Those laws give every one a right to his 
own opinion to religious matters and pro 
vide that freedom of worship be established 
throughout the republic on condition. how- 
ever, that no one should preach or attempt 
to teach doctrines antagonistic to the laws 
of Mexico 

What Mexico needs and has needed ever 
since the retirement of Porfirio Diaz fs not 
so much new laws as enforcement of ex- 
isting laws. Those laws are comprehensive. 
For instance {t was found that itn one city 
of 50,000 inhabitants there were 5690 
churches. The Mexican legislators deemed 
this number unnecessary and a hardship 
on the poor people and they enacted a law 
restricting the number of churches to the 
spiritua]) demands of the people of what- 
ever sect they may be. Laws against the 
unnecessary ringing of bells were enacted 
and these are now for the first time fn 
years being enforced by the Carranza gov- 
ernment. Laws against extravagant re 
ligious spectacles in the streets are being 
enforced, thus doing away with a great deal 
of unnecessary td'eness and consequent 
demoralization of the poorer classes. 

Concermjng the work beine done toward 
the pacification of the d'‘saffected districts 
and the restoration to harmony of cond!- 
tions in general a Washineton corresnond- 
ent writes: “Every effort is being made 
to reassure the peonle. especially those who 
have ‘been attached to the Villa factions. 
that their !nterest wil! be protected wher. 
ever they will obey the laws. A general 
amnesty has been declared and manv of 
Villa’s men have been given money and told 
to go home and work their farms. In one 
instance 750 were not only transported 
back to their homes, but were civen money 
with which to make a new start.” 

In the southern part of the State of 
Yucatan there have been great chanres 
both in the edministration of the laws and 
in the laws themselves, Gov Alverado of 
Yucatan has reorgenized much of the 
procedure of the State. The subter*uce by 
which the peone were in a virtual condition 
of slavery, so much so that they were 
bought and sold with the land hes been 
done away with. Instead of being fn & 
state of peonace by reason of debt con-

LIFE-SAVING APPARATUS. 
In an attempt to provide a means of 


‘olored a mechanical apraratus which has 
elements of novelty and interest, even 
though the practicability of all ite features 
may be contested In some degree, says the 
December Popular Mechanics Magazine. 

Primarily the contrivance consists of two 
large steel cylinders mounted ip a frame 
attached beneath and at the sides of an 
engine cab, immediately under the seats. 
The cylinders are made of boiler plate rein- 
forced on the inside with a series of channe! 
trons that enable it to withstand a crushing 
force of as.much as 600 tons. By pulling a 
lever. the seat upon which an operator tis 
sitting ts released This drops him, seat 
and all, into the cylinder, which is then 
‘osed mechanically and thrown free fron 
the train. 

Resides offering the engine crew an 
avenue of escape, the apparatus performs 
the duties of both the engineer and fireman 
after they have abandoned the locomotive 
In this way the welfare of passengers 
aboard a train ts looked after.
